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In  his  latest  collection  "Cave  Paintings  for  the  Future"  Abner  Dean 
depicts  a  lone  figure  climbing  his  hill  with  benevolent  hands  helping  him 
along;  on  the  same  page  another  figure  is  climbing  his  hill,  but  the  hands 
are  clutching  clubs  and  other  implements  to  impede  his  progress.  The  first 
cartoon  is  labeled  "Biography";  the  second  "Autobiography." 

The  role  of  the  critic  in  the  life  of  the  artist  is  often  as  two-sided  as 
the  sets  of  hands,  depending  on  who  tells  the  story.  We  know  more  about 
the  men  who  reviled  Beethoven's  "Eroica"  at  its  premier  than  those  others 
(equally  numerous)  who  recognized  its  qualities;  Edward  Hanslick  will 
live  in  history  as  the  critic  who  hated  Wagner,  and  so  forth.  Criticism 
.  .  .  especially  music  criticism  .  .  .  always  seems  to  carry  the  connotation 
of  invective. 

History  is  the  critic's  primary  adversary,  and  the  paradox  is  that  the 
two  foes  can  never  be  reconciled.  A  critic  approaching  a  contemporary 
work  of  art  can  well  profit  by  the  failings  of  his  predecessors,  but  there 
really  isn't  anything  he  can  do  about  it,  beyond  performing  his  own 
duties  to  the  best  of  his  conscious  abilities.  There  is  something  of  the  critic 
in  every  one  of  us,  and  the  exercise  of  critical  faculties  when  confronted 
with  any  manner  of  new  experience  is  a  vital  and  stimulating  function. 
Two  things  are  worth  bearing  in  mind,  however:  first,  that  criticism  need 
not  imply  opposition;  and  second,  that  History  sits  poised,  waiting  to  make 
fools  of  us  all.
